Coming together 
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= Déspite state-level budget cuts, East 
Jordan Learning Lab still up and running, 
thanks to outpouring of community support 


Anyone following edu- | 
cation knows just how 


tough the economic climate 
has been in recent years at 
the state level; everywhere 
you turn, there are stories 
of school districts who've 
made big cuts and big ad- 
justments, or are simply 
holding their breath until 
the axe falls their way. 

It’s not.just K-12 school 
districts, though, who are 
impacted by budget woes; 
adult education is just as, if 
not more, vulnerable. Case 
in point: the East Jordan 
Leaming Lab, an adult edu- 
cation facility, was on the 
list to be closed by its par- 
ent organization Michigan- 
Works! should budget is- 
sues necessitate further cuts 
in their statewide program- 
ming. 

Though things looked 
their most bleak, some se- 
rious community support 
has meant that the Learn- 
ing Lab, at least for now, 


has been spared. Instruc- 


. tor Patti Hodge, for one, 
‘ couldn’t be happier. | 


“I always knew how im- 
portant (the Learning Lab] 
was,” Hodge said, “but it’s 
been amazing to see the 
support from the commu- 
nity.” 

The push to save the pro- 
gram came in recent 
months, when the news 
came down that the East 
Jordan lab, along with one 
other in the area, was 
among the next to close if 
state-level funding didn't 
come through. 

As the only lab serving 
adult education needs in 
East Jordan, Boyne City, 
Charlevoix, Ellsworth, and 
surrounding communities, 
the threat of closing was not 
one taken lightly. “It was 
an interesting dilemma,” 
said Hodge, who works 
with co-instructor Jerry 
Hawes at the East Jordan 
lab. “It was one that we 


shared with our students.” 
It was that sharing, as it 
turned out, that made all the 
difference. 
“It’s just been an out- 
pouring of support,” Hodge 
noted, with students telling 


friends and family, who in: 


turn put the word out, both 
verbally and by posting fly- 


ers detailing the offerings at . 


the lab. Area churches in- 
cluded information about 
the lab free of charge in 
their weekly bulletins, and 
volunteers sent letters to the 
human resource depart- 
ments of area businesses. 
“Some students even 
bought supplies {for the 
lab]. Hodge said, hoping 
to make a dent in the bud- 
get needs of the program. 
“There’s definitely been 
a heightened awareness,” 
she said, which has trans- 
lated into enroliment num- 
bers for the lab's many pro- 
gram offerings, which in- 
clude not only preparation

had a very good count,” 
Hodge said. 

Probably the single lagg- 
est factor in keeping the lab 
open, however, according 
to Hodge, was the decision 
by the lab's landlord, the 
Jordan Valley District Li- 
brary board, to reduce rent 
to $1 for the current bud- 
get year. “That's prebably 
a $3,000 savings,” Hodge 
said. “They knew we were 
facing a tough budget time. 
We've been partners in lit- 
eracy for 14 years," 


While the uncertainty of 
_ budget issues has been dif- 


ficult, the sftuation, as it 
turns out, has had a bit of a 
silver lining. “It’s been a 
tough a challenge,” Hodge 
said, “bul we can see how 
important the learning lab 
has been to this commu- 


nity.” 

The lab’s role in the com- 
munity is an important one 
indeed, if you ask longtime 
lab students like Jincks 
Rogers of East Jordan. "I 
worked 33 years at Dura 
JAutomotive] until It folded 
up, and I’ve been coming 
here on and off since then.” 
Rogers, like other displaced 
employees, has been utiliz- 
ing the lab to brush up on 
computer skills. as well as 
refresh on basic skills els 
as math, 

Not only has the lab pro- 
vided a program to learn 
what is needed to find an- 
other job in today’s market, 


but tt has done wonders for 
Rogers’ self-esteem as 
well.. “I've really enjoyed 
it, it’s made’me feel good 
about myself,” she said. 
“It's taught me that I can 
learn new things.” 

“So often we say that 
learning labs are the best 
kept secret in the commu- 
nity, but I don't think that’s 
true anymore,” she said, 

The East Jordan Learn- 
ing Lab is currently regis- 
tering students, offering 
morning, afternoon, and 
evening classes. Programs 
are free of charge to adults.

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TO THE EDITOR: 


There seems to be discrimination in the health care sys- 
tem when it comes to caring for our orifices, specifically 


the oral cavity, did you know that? Let’s see, we have six: 


orifices in our body and health care specialists that have 
dedicated, their lives to their'care, We have urologists, 
gynecologists, proctologists, ophthalmologists (are eyes 
orifices?), otolaryngologists (who takes care of the ears, 
nose, and then jump past the mouth to the throat), and 
dentists. Now, the problem is that the health care and in- 
surance system developed over the past 40 years included 
all of the oriftce tenders except the oral cavity patrol. Since 
the poor dentists didn’t get invited to the health care party 
they developed their own system and have coexisted very 
well with the “medical” community, thank you very much, 
over the years, 

Now we know this was a mistake and that the last ori- 
fice, the mouth, is very important to all the body. It’s our 
first line of defense, it keeps infection out, but when it 
becomes infected can cause all sorts of problems for all 
of our systems, such as heart and fungs. 

The mouth ‘is also home to our teeth. Now we all know 
how important our teeth are to eating and speech, don’t 
we? Or have you taken this for granted if you have been 
fortunate enough to get good dental care all of your life 
and not really ever had a toothache or had to cover your 
mouth because you’re embarrassed the way your teeth 
look? Or maybe had an employer pass you over during 
an interview or told you to get your teeth taken care of if 
you want to keep your job. 

Maybe my problem is that I’m a nurse working in the 
oral health world and just can’t understand this discrimi- 
nation. Nurses are taught to take care of the whole per- 
son, and even their family and community. So when we 
lop off the mouth, I just don't get it. 

Not only have we lopped off the mouth, our governor 
and legislature has decided to discontinue oral health care 
for our most needy friends over 2! who are poor and eld- 
erly, disabled, blind or developmentally disabled. My 
guess is that they have benefitted from insurance and regu; 
lar dental care and haven’t suffered the discrimination that 
poor adults who are on Medicaid do every day: Oh, but 
the adults on Medicaid will continue to be able to ZO to 
the dentist for emergency care. Emergency care, by the 
way, is limited to extractions. 1 hope the policy makers 
are developing new jobs for toothless people, because 
there are going to be a lot of them. 

This really grinds my teeth! How about you? They say 
it’s a budget problem. I say it’s a priority problem. Lets’ 
admit is wasn’t well thought-out and fix the problem. Even 
if little Johnny doesn’t get his laptop computer in the sixth 
grade this year so he will pay better attention in school!

- Cadwell Edward Glaza, age 90, died peacefully with 
family by his side on Sept. 11, 2003, in Grand Rapids, 
Mich.

Interment was held in 
Maple Lawn Cemetery, Boyne City, on Tuesday, with 
Military Honors. 


He was born June 6, 1913, in Grand Marais, Mich., the | 


eldest of five children born to Edward J. and Sybil 
(Cadwell) Glaza. Spending much of his early youth in 
northern Michigan, including Boyne City, he and his fam- 
ily moved to Grand Rapids when he was a teenager. He 
graduated from Grand Rapids Creston High School in 
{931-where he lettered in track and field and played foot- 
ball, and later attended Grand Rapids Junior College. 
Cadwell was inducted into the United States Army in 
January, 1941 and served his country for 4 1/2 years dur- 


| ing World War II. He was a member of Hq 7th Engr Bn, 


Sth Inf Div, European Theater of Operation, participated 
in the Normandy Invasion, the Battle of the Bulge, and 
the Ardennes, Rhineland, and Central Europe Campaigns, 
and was honorably discharged in 1945 with the rank of 
Master Sergeant. After the war, Cadwell returned to Boyne 
City where he married Irene (Dunlop) Glaza in 1947. They 
had three children, Linda Irene, Joan Kay, and Edward 
Cadwell. Irene predeceased him in 1969, 

Prior to his induction into military service, Cadwell was 
a surveyor supervising crews electrifying rural northem 
Michigan. ‘He continued the same type of work after the 
War and retired from Consumer Power Company in 1976. 
Cadwell was proud of his work and his contribution to 
the construction of Michigan’s electrical power infrastruc- 
ture, including hydroelectric dams, electrical substations, 
and high voltage transmission lines. He supervised the 
building of the hydroelectric plant at Tippy Dam, and the 
laying of electrical cables across the Straits of Mackinac. 

In April 1971, Cadwell married Theressa (Vos) 
(Elenbaas) Glaza and moved to Holfand, Mich. In retire- 
ment he found great joy in hobby farming, raising every- 
thing from rhubarb to chickens. He and Theressa turned 
into dedicated wanderers as well, and for many years 
roamed the United States during the winter in their motor 
home with the Good Sam Club. 

Cadwell never strayed far from his northern Michigan 
roots, maintaining a life-long JoVe of the outdoors as a 
hunter, fisherman, boater, camper and photographer. He 
was a life member of VFW Post 2144, Holland, a mem- 
ber of the Saladin Shrine Temple, the Allegan-Ottawa 
Shrine Club, the Allegan-Ottawa Fire Team, a life mem- 
ber as well as past Worshipful Master of Unity Lodge 
191, Holland, and a member of Christ Memorial Church. 
Cadwell was a loyal and dutiful son, brother, husband, 
father, uncle, grandfather, friend, 4nd Lodge brother. The 
strength of his character, sense of humor, love of family, 
and moral leadership will be missed by those who knew 
and loved him, 

He is survived by his two daughters, Linda Irene Glaza- 
Herrington (Larry Herrington), of Rockford, arid Joan Kay 
Glaza, of Donna, Texas; one son, Edward Cadwell Glaza

we go from here,” Cain said. 

The process is, the board hopes, the final step in 
the search for a part-time Main Street manager to 
take the helm of the Main Street initiative in Boyne 


City. 


Earlier this year, Boyne City was selected as one 
of four communities in the state of Michigan to par- 
ticipate in the first-ever Michigan Main Street pro- 
gram, under the auspices of the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation. Earlier this month, the 
Boyne City Downtown Development Authority 
board members resigned ir order to form anew Main 
Street board. Members of the new board were sworn 
in last week, and include Mike Cain, Scott 
MacKenzie, Bob Carlisle, Mary Campbell, Hugh 
Conklin, Laura Sansom, Ray Guzniczak, Michelle 
Cortright, and Les-lee Stahl. 

The Main Street Program in a national initiative 
developed by the National Historic Trust, merging 
historic preservation with economic development 
through four main elements: design, organization, 
promotion, and economic restructuring. 

The program has been utilized in commercial dis- 
tricts nationwide over the last 20 years, cumulatively 
generating more than $12 billion in new investment, 
with a net gain of more than 193,000 new jobs and 
51,000 new business in more than 1,200 communi- 


ties.
